On the 17th December, 1903, Wilbur Wright, with a biplane, at Kitty Hawk, N. C., 
made the first successful flight by man with a power-propelled machine, flying a dis- 


MONG the many rea- 
sons adduced in favour 
of the cult or hobby 
of stamp-collecting, 
the educative effect, 
political, geographical, 
zoological, or otherwise, is gen- 
erally placed in the forefront. 

At the present day, this argu- 
ment applies particularly with re- 
spect to the various official emis- 
sions of stamps issued for Air 
post services, or for express serv- 
ice, on which aeroplanes are fea- 
tured. 

The history of modern aviation 
is compressed into a very short 
space of time, the initiation of it 
having been only twenty-five years 
ago and in the stamps issued 
we have a very full record from 
that beginning of the earliest 
machines to the perfected flyers of 
today, with the intervening strides 
made in their improvement. 

For the aero-philatelist indeed 
the range is more _ interesting, 
since the semi-official stamps and 
vignettes issued in countries such 
as Germany, France, and Switzer- 
land, show a far greater variety 
of types than the purely official 
issues. 

As instances of these may be 
quoted the Zeppelins, as shown on 
German postcards, and the Far- 
man biplane, illustrated on the en- 
velopes and cards issued in Eng- 
land under the authority of the 
Postmaster-General on the occa- 
sion of the Coronation flight of 





tance of 852 feet in 59 seconds. 


1911. The latter, as a matter of 
history, was the first occasion on 
which an accurate presentment of 
an aeroplane was given. 
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It is a matter for regret that 
subsequent holders of that office 
did not follow the lead given, for 
no other record exists in British 
Philately of the progress of avia- 
tion in this country. 

Examples such as the above, 
however, do not come under the 
observation of collectors of regu- 
lar issues, and there is therefore 
no necessity to dwell further upon 
them. 

As a last word of preface for 
the convenience of those who may 
be interested in the subject, illus- 
trations of all the stamps men- 
tioned in the text may be found

in Messrs. Stanley Gibbon’s 1929 
Edition of Stamps of the Whole 
World, or, in the case of stamps 
issued later, in the monthly organ 
of that firm. 

The honour of the first allusion 
to aviation on a stamp belongs to 
Japan, and this, indeed, much 
longer ago than the majority of 
people would imagine: but the 
illustration of four little balloons 
in the corners of the 12 sen stamp 
of 1876 showed an intelligent an- 
ticipation of what the future held 
as to postal matter being trans- 
ported by air. 

Thirty-six years were to elapse, 
and the twentieth century well 
started, before any further men- 
tion is made on stamps of air 
service, but we are fortunate in 
the 20 cent parcel post stamp of 
1912 of the United States in hav- 
ing a record of the very begin- 
ning of modern aviation. 

This is a most interesting stamp, 
for it shows clearly and accurately 
the machine invented by the 
Brothers Wright, the pioneers of 
modern aviation, who, it may be 
remembered, began their experi- 
ments in 1903. 


The particular machine shown 
was the outcome of these experi- 
ments, the original one having 
been operated by the occupant 
lying prone on the lower wing, 
whereas in the illustration the 
pilot is shown on a seat, an im- 
provement which was not effected 
until 1905.

The seat is in ‘front of the main 
structure of the machine, so that 
the pilot is exposed to all the wind 
which was possible at that time 
when the speed was about thirty 
miles per hour. The engine, which 
is behind the pilot, consists of 
twin propellers driven by chains 
and there is practically no body 
proper and very little length in 
the machine. Long skids, to which 
wheels have been addedas an after- 
thought, are provided to save the 
pilot in case of a bad landing. In 
short the machine was completely 
unstable, and only kept in the air 
by the skill of the pilot. 

This machine, however, inspired 
development which for a time re- 
tained the box-kite type, but tails 
were lengthened to give greater 
stability, and engines placed in 
front. In 1909, however, owing to 
the success of Bleriot in flying the 
English Channel in a monoplane 
of a bird-like form, there was a 
break away from this original 
type. 

As a result of his success, French 
influence was very widely extended, 
and this may be seen in the ex- 
press letter stamp of Cuba issued 
in 1914, where the main character- 
istics of this type of machine are 
illustrated. It may be seen that 
the nose of the machine is blunt, 
skids have been eliminated in 
favour of a somewhat clumsy 
undercarriage, and in the rear half 
is an open lattice-work. The front 
part of the body has ben enclosed 
in order to give protection to the 
crew who, however, still sit on 
rather than in the machine. The 
question of head resistance and 
drag was, at the time when men 
were pleased if they flew at all, 
hardly taken into account. 

The same type appears in other 
countries under French influence, 
although the actual stamps were 
issued much later. Of these the 
first in chronological order are the 
Belgian Congo stamps of 1920, 
and next the surcharges on the 
stamps of Alaouites, Grand Leb- 
anon, and Syria, of 1926, of Tunis, 
1927, and finally of France itself, 
of 1927. 

The Dominican express delivery 
stamp of 1920 may also be included 
in this category, for, although the 
machine shown is a purely imag- 
inary picture, it shows a tendency 
to French type. 

In France, at this period, Bler- 
iot’s great rival was Latham, who 
invented the Antoinette monoplane, 
a beautiful machine which appealed 
to the Germans, who, on this 
model, commenced the manufacture 
of these bird-like craft, the feat- 
ures of which may be seen in the 
Austrian albatross type illustrated 
on the 35 h. charity stamp of 1915. 

The pilot here is in a little cradle 
underneath the wings, and the tail 
stuck out aft on a boom. The 
forest of struts is particularly 
noticeable. The bird-like tail and 
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the swept back wings are typical 
of German design of the pre-war 
period. 

The final development of aircraft 
previous to the war is shown on 
the Bolivian stamps issued in 1924 
to commemorate the establishment 
of a National Aviation School. 
These illustrate the French Morane 
paraso! machine, fitted with Gnome 
rotary engine. The body of the 
craft has now become deeper, and 
although the skids are still retained 
to ease trouble in landing, the 
whole machine has become more 
modern-looking. 

The intervention of the war nat- 
urally resulted in a number of war- 


type machines holding the field 
for some period after it. 
In France the monoplane was 


practically discarded in favour of 
the biplane, and a typical example 
of this may be seen in the Chinese 
air stamps of 1921, which illus- 
trates a biplane of the Breguet 
type flying over the Great Wall. 

Here we see a great advance in 
the deep fuselage with the pilot’s 
head just protruding, the small 
undercarriage with no skids, fewer 
struts, and a racier appearance al- 
together owing to sloping struts 
and the wing-tips being higher at 
the ends than in the center. 

The same features appear in the 
Morocean air stamp of 1922, the 
first American air stamps of 1918 
showing a Curtiss type, and a 
somewhat imaginative  present- 
ment in the Swiss 40 and 50 cent 
values of the 1923 issue. 

In Germany, and those countries 
influenced by Germany, however, 
the monoplane retained its place. 

An interesting example of this 
appears on the Russian air post 
stamps of 1924, which show, for 
the first time, the window of a pas- 
senger cabin. 

Other Germanic types of high- 
wing monoplanes are shown in the 
Albanian stamps of 1925, and of 
Danzig, 1921. 

The first issue of German air 
stamps in 1919 show the partial 
retention of the biplane, all the 
above types, however, having the 
same typical slim tail, which iden- 
tify them as a German war product. 

During this period also appears 
the first twin engined machine on 
the Australian stamp issued in 
1920 to commemorate the Ross- 
Smith flight from England to Aus- 
tralia on a Vickers-Vimy biplane. 
This stamp, although not included 
in all catalogues, is a rarity, and 
very few specimens of it exist. 

The same make of machine has 
recently been reproduced on the 
15 cent value of the pictorial issue 
f Newfoundland of 1928, illustrat- 
ing the craft in which Messrs. Al- 
cock and Brown made their historic 
first transatlantic flight in 1919. 
A similar type is seen on the Can- 
adian 20 cent value, special deliv-

1927, on which are portrayed in the 
one picture the various methods of 
delivery of posts. 

Contemporaneous with these ma- 
chines was the D.H. 9. De Havil- 
laid biplane on the South Africa 
air post stamps of 1925, a very 
efficient machine of that day. 

The stamps of these four coun- 
tries are interesting since they are 
the only examples showing the 
progress of British aviation issued 
in the Empire. 

In the post-war types comes a 
reaction in favour of severer and 
more utilitarian models, and beauty 
of line is abandoned where it con- 
flicts with efficiency. 

Illustrations of this phase are 
seen in the Lithuanian air stamps 
of 1922, and those of Estonia of 
1924. 

These show the low-wing Junker 
monoplanes which came in ap- 
proximately in 1920, and have been 
extremely popular ever since. The 
wires, due to the thickly metal- 
covered wings, is especially notice- 
able. 

In the Portugese stamps of 1923 
issued in commemoration of the 
flight from Portugal to Brazil is 
an illustration for the first time, 
of semi-pointed floats on the Brit- 
ish Fairey seaplane in which the 
trip was accomplished. 

Following on this initiation of 
“floats” comes the first single 
“boat” seaplane specially designed 
as such, of the type on the Cuban 
air stamp of 1927. Flares are now 
provided on either side of the body 
to throw the water outwards on 
landing or taking off in the sea, and 
small floats at the wing-tips to 
prevent them dropping into the 
water. 

Five values of the beautiful set 
of the Red Cross issue of Spain of 
1927, commemorative of the trans- 
atlantic flight, show a still more 
developed type of seaplane in the 
Dornier machine with its twin- 
tandemed engines, long hull, and 
short lower wings acting like floats 
to prevent rolling. 

In the 1926 issue of Grecian air 
stamps, a still more modern type of 
twin-hulled boat seaplane appears, 
of the type used by the Marquis 
de Pinedo in his cross-Atlantic 
flight. All these are of interest as 
they demonstrate the different 
methods of competing with the 
problem of the rolling of a sea- 
plane when on the water. 


In the latest stages of land 
planes there is a general clearing 
up and deletion of struts. This 
can readily be seen by a comparison 
of the American 1918 issue with 
those of the types shown in the 
1923 and 1926 air post stamps, 
which feature typical modern 
Douglas mail carriers, and five 
values of the Spanish Red Cross 
stamps of 1927 recalling the 
Madrid to Manilla flight. 

The Costa Rican stamp of 1926, 
and the Russian of 1927, also illus- 
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trate this progress. The latter is 
of interest since the machine is of 
Russian construction, marking the 
great advance made in aviation in 
that country. 

Last of all, up to the present 
time, comes the handsome Ryan 
monoplane “Spirit of Saint Louis,” 
flown by Colonel Lindbergh in the 
transatlantic flight in 1927, on the 
American stamp commemorating 
that event. 

Two pages in the Catalog divide 
this illustrattion from that of the 
old Wright machine, and an easy 
comparison of the wonderful 
strides effected in aviation can be 
made. The original box type, with 
the pilot exposed to every weather, 
unstable, with no length and depth 
of fuselage, and a mass of struts; 
the other with pilot and crew 
snugly ensconced in a cabin, great 
length and depth of fuselage, and 
no struts, fit to cope with any 
weather. 

The reader will no doubt share 
in the regret that the progress of 
British aviation is scarcely touched 
on in this review of the world’s 
issues of air stamps, but the lack 
of material necessarily makes this 
impossible. 

An opportunity of remedying 
this deficiency could be seized in 
the near future by the issue of a 
set of air stamps showing that 
progress, on the establishment of 





the transatlantic and Empire 
routes.

MAIL STAMPS 


With the estab- 
lishment of the 
various Foreign 
Air Mail routes 
that will fly from our Florida 
shores and soon from other points 
to Foreign countries there is the 
need of air mail stamps of value 
to fit the various postage charges 
that are made for service on these 


routes. On the new route to Ba- 
hamas the rate is 5c air mail plus 
regular postage rate. This calls 
for a 7c air mail stamp. To Haiti, 
Santo Domingo and Porto Rico 
the air rate is 10c plus regular 


postage which calls for 12 and 15c 
air mail stamps, while to Cristo- 
bal, Canal Zone, and points beyond 
by boat the rate is 25c plus regu- 


lar postage which calls for both 
a 27c and a 30¢c stamp. 
With all these intricate and 


varied charges is would seem that 
the most practical thing for the 
Postoffice Departinent to do would 
be to print a two color stamp in 
which the denomination with 
words of value could be run in a 
second color and in this way they 
could readily turn out stamps of 
any given value by making a 
single plate for the value plate.
